given her lack of prior arrests 
■— or any apparent motive for 
her crime wave. 

Records show her last 
known address as Denver, 
about 10 miles from Thorn- 
ton, and it’s not clear why she 
chose that suburban town. 

“I have no comment,” 
relative Christopher Allan 
Carlson told The National 
ENQUIRER when asked for 
an explanation of his family 
member's bizarre behavior. 

Carlson’s crime spree on 
Oct. 12 began when she 



banged on the door of Dave 
Allis' home and cried, “I need 
help!” When he opened the 
door, Carlson pulled a gun 
on Dave, who said, "I backed 
into the house, closed the 
door and locked it." 

He then called 911. Min- 
utes later, another neighbor, 
Gerad Bergrud, saw Carlson 
sashay into his home through 
the unlocked back door. 

"She said, ‘I don’t want to 
hurt you,”’ recalled Gerad, 
who added she was holding a 
gun in her hand. That’s when 



he fled into another room 
and locked the door! 

After that, Carlson snuck 
into a home two doors down 
through an open garage 
and held Melanie — and the 
4-year-old she was babysit- 
ting — at gunpoint for 20 
minutes. "She kept cuss- 
ing and yelling, ‘You know 
what I want, you know what I 
want,”’ said Melanie. 

While Melanie didn’t have a 
clue what the senseless strip- 
per was seeking, she was 
somehow able to convince 



her to put down her weapon. 

When Carlson received a 
phone call, she tried to leave 
the home with the boy, but 
Melanie wrestled him from 
the stripper’s arms, and 
pulled the frantic child to 
safety. "When she got far 
enough around the corner, 
I grabbed him and ran back 
to my house and locked the 
door,” Melanie said. 

Carlson was still in the 
neighborhood when police 
arrived and arrested her. Her 
bond is set at $50,000. ne

Sources have informed The 
ENQUIRER these drugs have 
driven down the virus in his 
bloodstream to an “undetect- 
able" level, although this does 
not mean he is negative.

eps (episodes) a year," Steve 
wrote.

Referring to "Woman B," 
her ex-boyfriend said: "Char- 
lie bought her a house in 
Calabasas and put her on his 
payroll to keep quiet. Now 
she's married, and she and 
her husband are living off 
Charlie." 

Added the source: "There 
are tons of girls that get a 
regular check from Charlie. 
It’s kind of an apology for 
exposing them to what he's 
exposed them to. " 

ACCORDING TO one 

source, Sheen has spent at 
least $5 million to secure 
such silence. 

What's more, another 
source told The ENQUIRER 
that Charlie, or people acting 
on his behalf, has resorted to 
“intimidation" and “threaten- 
ing phone calls.” 

Yet, in recent weeks, Char- 
lie’s plight has become an 
“open secret" in Hollywood.
